Receivers Appointed on Behalf of tho Ameri- 
can Uovernment. 

New Yobk, Nov. 1G.— In tho U.S. Court 
to-day Judge Benedict, upon application of 
Attnrney-Genernl Olney, appointed John 
W. Donne, of Chicago, and Frederick R. 
Condor, of Now York, additional receivers 
of the Union Pacific Railway Co. to protect 
the interests of tho Government. Thoy aro 
required to file a bond of 310,000 each. The 
receivers previously appointed aro S. II. H. 
Clark, Oliver Mink and Ellery Anderson.

Prominent Democrats Afraid of the 
Consequences »f the Course 
of the President. 



Washington, Nov. 1C— Although the 

State department expected to hear nothing 
from Hawaii until Saturday, it is generally 
anticipated everything is settled in tho 
islatidfl and that tho restoration of tho 
Queen his been accomplished without blood- 
shed. It is understood Minister Willis' in- 
structions provido for the protection of tho 
people instrumental in forming tho Provi- 
sional Government ; that tho Queen shall 
grant amnesty to all engaged in her over- 
throw. Tho ground on which this proposi- 
tion is taken is that Minister Stevens led 
them into the revolution and that this Gov- 
ernment, therefore, is bound to protect them 
to tho extent of assuring amnesty. 

The theory of tho administration was this: 
"Tho Provisional Government was estab 
liahed merely to exist until tho islands were 
annexed to the Unitod States. The United 
StateH has refused to annex the islands and 
the Provisional Government has ended." 
This statement is explanatory of the under- 
standing that Minister Willis has two sots 
of credentials, one to tho Provisional Gov- 
ernment, the other to t he Queen. Tho Pro- 
visional Government was recognized until 
the treaty of annexation was rejected, when 
it is assumed it has ceased to exist, and tho 
old status wus naturally resumed. 

Tho members of tho cabinet aro dumb as 
oysters about to day's developments, yet it 
is positively known the cipher despatch re- 
ceived from Willis was not the mere formul 
announcement of his arrival. As far as can 
he gleaned, Willis, on his arrival, did not 
fiud tlio outlook favorable for a pouccful re- 
storation, or tho Provisional Government 
likely to bo awed into voluntary submission. 
It is Biirmiaod his despatch to tho state de- 
partment Rave his private opinion that ho 
might have to go tho full length of hiB in- 
structions and call for tho co-operation of 
the murines. 

That there has been a serious differonco 
of opinion in the Cabinet admits of not the 
slightest doubt. Lamont and one or two 
other members have confessed their fears 
that the Administration can nover survivo 
the foroiblo restoration of Liliuokalani, and 
that oven though sho bo got hack without 
force, no satisfactory explanation can be 
made. Tho whirlwind of publio sentiment 
in tho United States has literally oper- 
powered the President and Cabinet. They 
never anticipated suoh an indignant pro- 
test. If Minister W illis found tho situation 
bo hazardous that immediate restoration of 
tho Queen is impracticable, it is certain it 
would bo infinitely more hazardous in the 
futuro when public sentiment in the United 
States is understood on the Islands. Willis 
had ample authority to reinstato the Queen 
through the agency of tho 000 American 
marines in tho harbor of Honolulu, and if 
he hesitated about doing it thero must be 
some Rood reason. 

A hint is given that tho cipher dispatch 
from him suggested a counter preposal from 
tho Provisional Government and that tho 
|uestion of the form of government should 
be left to tho Hawaiians to settle by elec- 
tion. It has been decided not to give out 
Blount's report. One Democrat of promin- 
ence, who heard the report that there 
might have been a hitch, said : 

'I trust to God, for tho sako of my coun- 
try, and for tho sako of my party, that 
Willis has found some excu3e for delay. It 
is our only salvation." 

Secretary Gresham, it is said, is in ro- 
ceipt of u great number of telegrams and 
letters commenting on the course pursued by 
him in the Hawaiian matters, Nono of 
them will ha given out for publication, sonio 
of them containing strong arguments in 
support of the eecretary's position. 

Indianapolis, Nov. 16 — " What I did is 
a matter of record, und why should I now 
resort to an explanation of my ollicial acts ? " 
Such wus ex President Harrison's remark to 
interviewer. He continued : " Of 
course, the move cf the present administra- 
tion is directly opposed to anything I did, 
but it has done nothing, in my opinion, 
which can bo considered in the naturo of a 
personal attack upon mo. I don't liko to 
discuss public matters on any phtise. Con- 
gress took cognizance of all that was done. 
My attitude toward the Provisional Govern- 
ment of Hawaii is too well known to require 
explanation. In duo time tho acts of the 
present administration in their relation 
with the management of Hawaiian 
affaire will, I have no doubt, be 
properly and fully examined, investigated 
and, I might say, ventilated. At some time 
all the facts will come out, and if thero is 
anything lo know tho public will certainly 
know it." Uu further suid : "I do not 
know that tho full purport of the Govern- 
ment's intentions have yet been mado 
known, but am somewhat surprised that the 
correspondence relative to tho affair was not 
asked for during tho recent session of Con- 
gress. 'I hia correspondence would speak 
for itself. " 

Ho declined an opinion on the contro- 
versy. With the p.'.rting assertion that it 
would be in very bad taste to go into any 
criticism of tho Government's determination 
to re-establish tho monarchy, the General 
bade the correspondent good-bye. 



THE GEARY LAW. 

All Chinamen Sentenced to Deportation Or- 
dered to l!o Released. 

Washington, Nov. 15.— Acting Attorney 
General Maxwell to-day telegraphed tho U. 
3. Marshal for the Southern district of Cal- 
ifornia, to releuBe at onco all Chinamen in 
his custody arrested and sentenced to depor- 
tation for violation of tho Geary law, oxcept 
thoso who wero also convicted of felony. 
Telegraphic instructions to tho same effect 
woro sent by Attorney -General Olney two 
weeks ago, but several of tho U S. marshals 
fuiled to apprehend their force, und tele- 
graphic correspondence has been passing in 
one or two instunces ever since, It is be 
lieved that tho batch released to-day are tho 
last that remain in jail,

DYNAMITE OUTRAGES. 

The Authorities in Possession of tho Names 
of Barcelona Murderers. 

Barcelona, Nov.' 16.— It is stated that 
Judgo Dumenooa has in his possession the 
names of all persons who were connected 
with the bomb outrage at tho Liceo theatre, 
and the culprits aro already in custody. 
The plan wub ono which, if successfully car- 
ried out, would have involved a wholesale 
destruction of life. Each of the plotters 
was to carry a bomb into the theatre, 
and each was to tnko a differ- 
ent station in the gallery. Ono 
of the numbor was deputed to turn off the 
gas lights, and at a signal tho bomba wero 
to bo thrown. Tho man who waB to put out 
tho lights failed to find tho moter and ono 
of his companions, growing impatient wait- 
ing for darkness, throw the bomb. 

Oynnmito outrages continue. As a body 
of troops were inarching to tho docks to 
tako a bteamer for Melilla a workman 
noticed a bomb with a burning fuse so 
placed on a balcony that its explosion 
would have killed some of the troops. 
Tho workman extinguished it. A bomb 
was also thrown against tho gates of tho 
barrucks at Villa Neuva, destroying tbem. 



U. S. LOAN AND TEDST CO. 

Developments Expected That Will Create a 
Sensation in Financial Circles. 

Toledo, O., Nov. 10 — Thia morning, in 
the United States Circuit Court in this city, 
a number of suits wero filed by Wm. C. 
Niblock, roceivcr of tho Columbia National 
Bank of Chicago, against a number of banks 
in Ohio to recovor certificates of doposits 
given by tho banks in question to the United 
States Loan and Trust Company, which cer- 
!ilicate8 of deposit were transferred to the 
Colombia Bank. It is said that §300,000 
of these certificateo wero given by Ohio 
banks alone. It is claimed the proceedings 
will bring to light some matters which 
will create a sousation in liaanciul circlos, 
as showing tho operations of the United 
States Loan and Trust Company.

A number of 
barges wero capsized and fifteen per- 
sons drowned. Several fishing boats are 
missing.

MILAN, Nov. 10. — Count Kalnoky, Aus- 
trian minister of foroign affairs, who is to 
confer with King Humbert on matters said 
to bo of much importance in the political 
situation in Europe, has started for Monzj, 
in company with Admiral Brin, Italian min- 
ister of foreign affairs. The interview is un- 
derstood to bo the outcome of the Russian 
naval incursion into the Mediterranean, and 
ic is believed that the polioy of the Drei- 
bnnd in tho Mediterranean will be settled. 
Tho part to bo taken by Germany is suid 
to have been decided on at the meeting be- 
tween Emperor William und King Hum- 
bert recently.

Antwerp, Nov. lo.— Or. Carl Peters, the

Ottawa, Nov. 10 — Hon. Messrs. FoBter 
and Angers returned from the North West 
to-day. In an interview the Minister of 
Financo said : " Naturally every person 
wishes to pay as light a burden of taxation 
as possible, and I found tho people of the 
North West no exception to this rule. Most 
of them aro of the opinion that from their 
peculiar position they get fewer benefits 
from tho general development of manufac- 
tures than do tho older provinces, and 
whilst perfectly willing to pay their fair 
share of tho country's burdens, they are de- 
sirous of having easements in certain direc- 
tions. These they have fully talked over 
with Hon. Mr. Angers and myself, and are 
hopefully awaiting the action of the Govern- 
ment in the matter." 

The conspiracy cases aro continued. 
Robert II. McGrecvy's examination is still 
in progress. His statements went to show 
Thomas McGreevy'a connection with tho

MANII'OBAN MYSTERY. 

Two Young and Prosperous Farmers Dis- 
appear— Fonl Murder und Robbery Sus- 
pected— Poison Trial Proceedings. 

WINNIPEG, Nov. 10.— (Special.)— Joseph 
and Edgar Pocock came to Gleuboro, in thia 
province, in tho 6pring of 1888, and worked 
with farmers for three yeers. They were 
careful, steady boys, and were aged respect- 
ively 19 and 21. In March of 1892 they 
rented a farm from John McDonald, four 
miles east of Glenboro, with everything re- 
quired on a 300 aero farm. The only claim 
against them was a chattel mortgage for one 
of their four horses. Last i nd thiB year's 
crops were good and they paid all 
their debts. ' On October 16th they 
disappeared. Tho house was left just as if 
they had gono out to work. Their good 
clothes und their whole outfit was found in- 
t. They had over f.'lOO in cash at the 
time (hey left. They hud 100 bushels of 
wheat and some oats in their granary and 
had 300 biiBlielaof wheat in tho elevator, on 
which they had not collected. A neighbor, 
MrB. Wallace, stated at Glonboro yesterday 
that if tho bluff and lake wero searched, 
the poor boys would bo found. A Eearch 
party of eight left this morning to try to 
find the bodies. There .ro Btrong hints of 
foul play. A man was found hung in tho 
stable of tho same farm in August, 1892, 
and wub buried here without an inquest. 
Almost every person states that the body 
was dead before it wus hung up.

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, Nov. JO. — Bishop 
Sillitoo is quite ill, and tho udjeurnod 
synod mooting tixed for yesterday has been 
cancelled. 

Gillet, alias Butler, for tho forgery of a 
55,000 draft on tho Hank of Montreal was 
remanded to-day for a week. 

Tho two murder cases of Peter and Jack 
for killing A. E I'ittendrigh in October, 
1S!)2, and Stroebel and Eyerley, of Sumas, 
Washington, for tho murder of John Mar- 
shal, near Huntingdon, commenced to-day, 
and in all probability will not be ended bo- 
fore Saturday. Just as tho court was 
about to adjourn to-night, Attorney-General 
Davio asked that it adjourn to Huntingdon, 
which was ordered, and to-morrow the 
judge, jury, counsel and press will travel 
there by train, go over tho seeno and 
thereby gain a more intelligent idea of tho 
situation than can be gained by evidence. 

ThomaB Cunningham, president of the 
Board of Horticulture, discovered thiB 
morning a consignment of fruit trees on a 
Front Street wharf, which had recently ar- 
rived from Mount Tabor, Oregon, to be 
badly afflicted with the woolly aphis. Mr. 
Cunningham at once took charge of the 
trees, and before they aro allowed to go 
will see that they aro thoroughly cleansed. 
The peculiar fact about this aeizuro is that 
the trees wore accompanied by a certificate 
from tho secretary of the Oregon State 
Board of Horticulture, stating that tho 
nursery from which they wero shipped was 
free from all pests. The Provincial Board 
aro determined to enforco tho regulations 
with regard to fruit pesta to tho very 
letter. 

Nanaimo, Nov. 16.— Stanley Focuro and 
Ji.mes Jamieson, Victorians, arrived in town 
this evening from Alherni. They report 
having been wrecked on the west coast of 
this island on Sunday. They left Victoria 
last week with a schooner loaded with dry- 
gooda, provisions, etc., to trade with tho 
Indiana. In Sunday's storm their boat be- 
cimo unmanageable, and was driven on the 
rocks in Kyuquot Sound, becoming t. total 
wreck. They barely escaped with their 
lives. The cargo and sloop were valued at 
saveral hundred dollars. 

To-day the miuera of East Wellington 
colliery removed their toole, pumps, etc., 
out. Tho minea will bo abandoned. There 
is a general expression of regret at the clos- 
ing down of tho works, Tho property was 
firBt purchased in lSS2from the Westwood 
family, and in the month of Septomber of 
tho same year the first shaft waa aunk by 
Ribert Dunn, under tho superintendence of 
Gabriel Wingato, M.E., of Astoria. 

QVEHNELLE. 

QueSNELLE, Nov. H.— Tho surveyors with 
their men have just arrived from Nechaco. 
They had a hard trip down, some coming 
by river and some by trail. The late 
storms have made the trails almost impass- 
ible, and winter has now set in thoro. Our 
first snow made its appearance a few days 
ago, but haa almost disappeared again, 
though any day now it may bo expected to 
pay no a long visit. They have two and a. 
half feet of snow in Stanloy. Some men are 
going to winter in Nechaco, but the ruvh 
will be in tho spring. Many recorded land 
as Boon aa they returned. All report it a 
grand country for farming and stock raising. 
Everything is fouud thorc — coal, iron, gold 
and silver — waiting to enrich the men who 
have tho enterprise to fjo there. 

Tho local blacksmith haa just roturnod 
from Nechaco, and when asked what he 
thought of tho country replied : " Well, 
it is just aa Mr. Poudrier told ua, 
and I havo been in California and 
all round, but it is tho finest country I ever 
saw. Tho cattlo aro so fat they aeem to 
have no necka, and a man can caaily clear 
an acre of land a day. Besides, there are 
plenty of moadows, tho oats aro aa good as 
auy grown round here, and tho vegetables 
aplondid too. Somo turnips I saw woro 14 
inches long and 12 inches through, and thoy 
wero just tho average. If tho Indians can 
got this by juat scratching tho land, what 
can a whito man do who works it ? I don't 
want to get excited, hut I am just going to 
Nechaco as soon aa I can in tho spring." 
Thia is only ono of tho many who havo testi- 
fied to tho roaources of Nechaco. Mr. 
Poudrior has surveyed thrco hundred 
thousand acres, and ho aaya that a million 
aorea can be Burvoyed thia sido of Frasor 
Lako. Suroly after this no man need slave 
to cloar heavily timbered land, whon an EI 
Dorado awaits him lioro.

THE OMLNECA. 

Mining Operations Finished There for tho 
Reason. 

Ono of tho arrivals from the North on tho 
steamer Boacowitz yesterday, waa Mr. Goo. 
Kenny, woll kuown aa a pioneer prospector 
of tho Omineca country whore he haa boon 
engaged in placer mining for tho laat 22 
yeara. During tho past year ho was work- 
ing on Tom Creek, and at tho same timo 
acted aa Mining Commissioner. Ho reports 
mining operations ua very quiet this year, 
and that no strikes of importanco wero 
made. Tliero woro aomo 50 licensea issued 
during tho season to minors, and several 
parties of prospoctora went into tho conntry 
from tho Quesnolle. One party of six men 
went over on tho Nation river prospecting 
in Juno, and several othors went to Manaon 
creek, with what results it is not known as 
thoy wero not hoard from when 
Mr. Keiiney left in Octobor. Tho win- 
ter haa sot in remarkably early 
aa anow fell by tho middle of September, 
and by tho 12th of October tho snow was 
over u foot deep on the Hats and three feet 
deep on tho mountains. Upon tho 
Skcoua the steamer Caledonian was forced 
to tio up 20 miles above tide water, aa tho 
river had fallen bo low that alio could not 
reach Hazelton. Her cargo waa finally un- 
loaded after alio had waited 30 days, and 
sho returned to Port Simpson, having given 
up all idea of proceeding up tho river, 

Mr. Kinny mentions tho fact that Rov, 
Mr. Pymont, an Anglican clergyman, 
travelled into tho Omiuoca on anowshoes 
early last spring and preached to tho 
miners — tho first clergyman that over wont 
into that part of tho country. Thoro is a 
sort of Salvation Army organization at 
Port Simpson, who call themselves a 
Band of Good Workers. Thoy are 
under the guidance of Rov. Mr. Crosby, 
and aro all Indians. They went up this 
year to convert tho Indians at Hazelton just 
about tho timo that a potlach and danco 
wero going on. Kit-a-iuuldo, tho chief of 
the Hazolton Indians, mado only one stipu- 
lation—that ho and tho Band of Good 
Workers wero to havo day about. So one 
day the Indians " whooped it up " on tho 
potlach dance, and tho next tho revivalists 
had it all their way. All tho miners have 
left tho Omineca mines for tho wintor, Mr. 
Kenny says, some going to Hazelton, whilo 
others, like himself, havo come down to 
Victoria and other lowor coast cities. 



" THE C0QU1TLAM " 

Still Tied Up at Townseud— No Word 
From Washington— Question 
of Jurisdiction. 

May Have to Proceed to Sitka to 
Secure Cancellation of 
Her Bonds. 



Port Towssend, Nov. 10. — (Special) 
Tho British steamer Coqnitlam, of Vancou- 
ver, which arrived hero October 30, and 
was tendered to tho United States authori 
tics, is still tied up at Bash's wharf. As al 
ready announced, Cupt. J. J. Veal, the day 
after ho arrived, paid oil' the crew and noti- 
fied Colloctor Saunders that the Coquitluni 
svas at his disposal. Tho collector aent to 
Washington tor instructions and as yet has 
received no reply. The opinion prevails in 
some quartera that the Coqnitlam will havo 
to proceed to tho diatriet of Sitka, wherein 
she was seized and subsequently released on 
bonVis, and there bo turned over to tho col- 
lector. Tho bond that was given for tho 
Coquitlam's appearance is in the district 
court at Sitka, and that appears to bo tho 
proper placo for her to bo surrendered. It 
is also said that an order from Judge Truitt, 
of Sitka, cancelling tho bond after the 
steamer has been formally turned over to 
tho authorities, will be necessary beforo tho 
bondsmon will bo released from liability. 

SALE OF CONTRABAND. 

A Quantity oi opium Disposed of at the Fort 
Townsend Custom House. 

Port Townsend, Nov. 1G. —Tho most 
spirited bidding ovor witnessed in tho 
custom house ovor the salo of 185 pounds of 
opium was witnessed yesterday, and all 
provious records for pricos wero smashed. 
The firat lot of opium brought $1-1.80 a 
pound. Then anmo wua knocked down at 
§15, $15 25, $15 50 and even $1C a pound. 
Finally a lot of genuino Hong Kong opium 
waa raked in by Wa Chong of Seattle, for 
the phenominal prico of $10.80 a pound. A 
prominent local Chineso merchant, ex- 
pressed tho opinion that tho Seattle buyerB 
were " crazy." 



STOCKS IN NEW YORK.

" Americans Having Refnsed to Annex 
the Islands the Provisional 
Government Has Euded." 



WASHINGTON City, Nov, i(i_Tho chief 
interest in the Hawaiian situation now sur- 
rounds tho instructions given Minister 
Willia and the contents of the oiphor mes- 
sage whioh was received after the arrival of 
tho China. A number of outside people are 
now quite familiar with some of tho import- 
ant features of tho instructions. No doubt 
Minister Willis was instructed to mako tho 
restoration of Liliuokulani conditional upon 
full amnesty being granted tlio men who en- 
gaged in tho revolution and overthrow of 
tho Queen. Minister Willia was told to say 
to tho members of tho Provisional Govern- 
ment that tho President felt ho ought to 
protect them to this extent, ua ho bolieved 
tho authority of tho United States and 
Minister StevenB led them into tho rovolu- 
tiou. 

It is thought that tho Minister waa in- 
atructed to first call upon tho Queen and 
tell her that tho President desired that she 
should placate those who had been instru- 
mental in her overthrow, and BUHtaiu her- 
self in authority without the assistance of 
the United States. It ia believed the State 
Department has been informed that theee 
conditions are satisfactory to the Queen and 
had been accepted by her beforo tho China 
aailed. 

To President Dole, it ia understood, Min- 
ister Willis was instructed to say that the 
Prosident felt it necessary to deoide tho 
matter as if a disputo had been referred to 
him, and in restoring tho Queen tho Presi- 
dent hoped to have the hearty co-operation 
of the Administration, After having righted 
the wrong dono by this Government;, tho 
United States would assume its policy of 
non-interferenco. 

Tho belief is growing that Minister Wil- 
lis', instructions do not includo the employ- 
ment of forco. A rather cordial reception 
was accorded yesterday by Secretary 
Greaham to Minister Thurston's official call, 
and tho formil acknowledgment of unsev- 
ered relations between tho legation and the 
government makes it incrediblo that instruc- 
tions have been given to land marines in 
Honolulu for tho purposo of agression upon 
tho government which Mr. Thurston repre- 
sents. 

The original right of Queen Liliuokalani 
to the throno ot Hawaii was by nomination 
of her brother, Kalukaua. The Huwaiian 
constitution provided for this mode of suc- 
cession. When a monarch failed to pro- 
vide a successor, the choice reverted to the 
upper houBe of tho legislature. When Lu- 
nalilo died in 1873, after a brief reign, ho 
had named no successor. Tho house 
of nobles choao David Kalakaua, 
vrho had been a police court lawyer 
in Honolulu, His wife, Kapiolani, had 
been tho widow of a South Soa Island mis- 
sionary. At ono time sho helped support 
her husband by washing clothes. Kala- 
kaua's mother was of blood below tho chiefs, 
as was his reputed father. Kalakaua and 
full sistor, Liliuokalani, show a wide diver- 
gence from tho Hawaiian racial typo. The 
late Princess, like tho mother of the Prin- 
ccss Ki ia'ani, half-sister to Liliuokalani, was 
of pure native blood, and her appearance is 
in marked contraBt vo that of her brother 
and sister. 

An official of tho administration, acquaint- 
ed with all that has been dono about Ha- 
waii, and who speaks by tho card as to tho 
sentiments and opinions of those who have 
brought about tho changes, Baid to an Asso- 
ciated Press reporter to-day : 

" The action of the administration will go 
down in history na one of the glorious acts 
of the United States, tho righting of a 
wrong." 

" But if this restoration of tho Queen has 
to be maintained by force of arms, would it 
not Biibject the administration to severe 
criticism, even if the justice of the restora- 
tion haa to be acknowledged 1 " he was 
asked. 

" That feature of tho affair I do not feel 
at liberty to discuss," ho replied, and then 
went on to say thut the theory of the admin- 
istration was this : " Tho provisional gov- 
ernment wus established merely to exist 
until the islands were annexed to tho United 
States. Tho United States refused to annex 
tho islands, and tho proviaional government 
has ended." 

This statement is explanatory of tho 
understanding that Miniuter Willis has two 
Bets of credentials, ono to tho Provisional 
Government, tho other to the Queen. The 
Provisional Government will bo recognized 
until the treaty of annexation is rejected, 
when it is assumed to have censed to exist 
and the old status is naturally resumed. 
Minister Willis will bring to tho Provisional 
Government the first official information of 
refusal of annexation. Having made this 
known to President Dole, it is assumed the 
Provisional Government would have no fur- 
ther htauding or existence, and Minister 
Willis would then recognir.o the Govern- 
ment of the Queen, and that would end tho 
matter. In other words, tho administra- 
tion position is that this government has 
not thrown down any government, but 
merely, upon one government's coating to 
exiat, it recognizes tl.oold regime. 



MAYOR HARRISON'S MURDERER. 

Claim That lie Committed the Art Under a 
Sense of Fear and Was Not Respon- 
sible. 

Chicago, 111., Nov. 15. —Lawyer A. S. 
Trudo is preparing an article for u magazine 
upon a theory as to Premlergust's respon- 
sibility for his uot when ho assassinated 
Mayor Carter Harrison. Mr. Trade's 
theory is that Prendergast was sane when 
ho committed tho deed. He cites the fact 
that tho man was animated by a sense of 
fear in fleeing from tho servant at the home 
of Mayor Harrison. Ho cites cases where 
men who have committed crimes while in- 
sane appeared to have no sense of fear and 
would even rush into dunger. Tho clever- 
ness with which Prendergast sought to en- 
sure his own safety ia cited us proof of his 
sanity. 

Imperialism in lira/ 1 1 , 

PARIS, Nov. 14, — Dr. Conoecoo, friend of 
the late Dom Pedro, was interviewed to-day 
regarding tho situation in Brazil, and said 
ho bolieved that Mello's hoisting of 
tho Imperial flag was the result of the 
victory of tho army. Ho declared that 
hitherto only has there been maintained a 
military dictation, while the majority of the 
inhabitants of the country favor a monarchy.

SMUGGLER ARRESTED. 

A Portland (iovernnieiit Olllcial Indicted as 
Being One of the ltlng. 

Los AsOffl.ES, Cal , Nov. 14 —Edward 
Spooner, ono of tho Portland officials in- 
dicted by tho Federal grand jury last spring 
for opium smuggling, was brought boforo 
United States Commissioner Van Dyke to- 
day nnd held until Judge Robs returns, 
when a warrunt of transportation will bo 
signed. Spooner was arrested in Morrill, 
Kern county, by Deputy Marshal Liddoll. 

San Fbanoisoo, Nov. 14 —Tho customs 
officers are greatly pleased over tho capture 
of Ed Spoouor, the Portland opium smug- 
gler. Spoonor, it is alleged, waB one of tho 
most useful members of the ring, it being 
his duty to disposo of tho contra- 
band opium to dealers in this city. In 
a numbor of cases, where seizures 
were made in this city of opium Bhipped 
from Portland, Spooner waa found in closo 
proximity to tho stuff, but hia connection 
with tho work was not fully exposed until 
the investigation at Portland. Since that 
time tho local custom houso iuspeotors havo 
been hunting up Spooner's record in this 
city, and it is claimed that they can con- 
nect him with landing nearly 4,000 tins. 
Decomber 1, 1892, two trunks containing 
COO tons of opium were seized on Market 
Btreet, and at tho time of tho seizure it is 
claimed tint Spooner was a spectator from 
tho opposite side of the street. Tho trial of 
the smugglers will take place in Portland on 
the 24th inBt. Tho indicted men all havo 
plenty of monoy and will fight desperately 
for acquittal. Special Agent Woods, who 
assisted in tho investigation that exposed 
the smugglers, iB now at Portland, aud hia 
assistants from this city will join him next 
week, 






A CATSKILL HERMIT DEAD. 

lie Claimed to Havo Had Revelations From 
God, nnd Began to Fast. 

Rondo VT, N. V., Nov. 15.— Ira Krum, 
a fanatic, who for years has claimed to 
havo revelations from God, but has 
lived an honest lifo, died at hia homo in 
Snyder Hollow, among the Catskills, last 
night. His doath 13 thought to havo been 
caused by starvation. He announced 
some timo ago that ho had a vision in 
which ho had beon told that if ho 
should fast forty days he would bo able 
to walk upon tho water. Ho fasted tho 
number of days and then attempted to walk 
on tho water and was nearly drowned. Not 
long after this ho declared that ho had had 
another vision, in which he had been com- 
manded to faBt 20 days more. Ho atarted 
on his fast, hut became bo broken down that 
neighbors compelled him to take nourish- 
ment, but intervention camo too late. 
Krum was extremely religious and claims 
to havo had many visions. 



BREAK FOR LIBERTY. 

Two Criminals Escape From a Penitentiary 
Hut One is Recaptured. 

ClIESTKlt, 111., Nov. 15.— Turnkey Ed. 
Barth of tho southern penitentiary was 
confronted by David L. Douglas, aged 
14, who placed the muzzle of a revolver 
under tho guard'a nose and said : " Hand 
over the keys or I will kill you." Barth 
gave up the keys. At this juncture 
Keeper Tinapplo appeared and Douglas 
fired at him. This alarmed tho other 
keepers, who camo rushing to the scene, 
Douglas had reached and opened tho door. 
Keeper McKee opened fire at him, shooting 
six times. Douglas returned the fire, shoot- 
ing McKee in tho arm. Douglas waa hit in 
the cheBt and severely wounded, but con- 
tinued his flight. He was followed by ■ 
convict named Smith, and both escaped 
through the warden's house. Smith waa 
recaptured, but Douglaa crossed tho Missis- 
sippi river and is still at lurgo.

THE MINERS' STRIKE. 

To the EDITOR :— I am sorry you have 
quoted tho sentiments of tho Bishop of 
B.ith and Wells as representative of 
thoso hold by influential mtrn in England 
on tho lamentable coal striko, because 
thoy are certainly not the sentiments of 
tho Church. It U needless to remind your 
readers that had political economy, with its 
cast iron rules, existed in Christ's time tho 
Scribes and Ph iriseea would most as-uirodly 
havo demolished the Sermon on tho Mount. 
I' la not a question of political economy, but ef 
bread. If tho masters have tho power of re- 
ducing tho wages of their men below living 
rtotnt, they have also the power of raising tho 
tho price of coal to tho consumer so as to 
maintain their minora and their families in de- 
e ncy, It is the old demon of cho pnosa again, 
and it is quite time that tho general public 
wore made to feel, as they are made to feel 
row, that that choapnesa is often securod at 
tho expense of human blood and the countless 
teirs of starving wIvps and children, and yet a 
reputed Christian, writing from a palaco, will 
talk about "political economy"! As a matter 
of fact tho priests of tho National and Catholic 
Church of England— the Church which gave ua 
Magna Charta— aro working nobly in tho dis- 
Mcts affected, throwing the whole weight of 
their powerful influence and sympathy ou the 
side of tho men. or, in other words, on tho Bide 
of juitico and mercy. "May Hod preserve tho 
right." W.H. P.Akdk.v. 

St. Marks, Nov. 1G, 1803. 

Tho Rev. Mr. Arden finds fault with us 
for quoting what the Bishop of Bath and 
Wells wrote about tho English miners' 
?triko. Mr. Arden does not say that tho 
Bishop is not a " good man " and that ho 
ought not to be considered "disinterested." 
Tliero aro some of our readers, no doubt, 
who think that tho Bishop of Bath aud 
Wells in England is almost as competent to 
form an intelligent opinion on the questions 
in dispute between tho strikers and tho mine 
owners as the Rev. Mr. Ardon in British 
Columbia. 

There are persons here, too, who may take 
upon themselves to conclude that the Bishop 
of Bath and Wells knows pretty nearly 
as well as Mr. Arden, what are and what 
aro not the sentiments of tho "Church "of 
which ho is a dignitary. Besides, wo aro 
not at all sure that the Church of England 
has as yet let tho world know whit aro its 
•' sentiments " with respect to the merits of 
the miners' striko. 

Mr. Anion's historical theory with regard 
to political economy is, wo are quite sure, 
new to the great majority of our readers. 
Many thinking men believe that the prin- 
ciples of political economy have always ex- 
isted, and that it was because men were 
ignorant of them that so many and such 
griovou8 miatakea were made in the 
enactment of lawa, ancient and 
modern, and that so many foolish 
and pernicious notions with roapect 
to money and men's commercial dealinga 
with oach other wero cherished and acted 
upon. For our part, wo must confess that 
wo aro unablo to see that the Scribes aud 
I'hariaoos bad idoaa on tho subject different 
from their fellow-citizens, and wo certainly 
do not boliovo that, if thoy wore aa woll 
versed in the acionco as Adam Smith him- 
self, they would have had any fanlt to find 
with tho Sermon on the Mount, There is 
nothing in political economy to provont a 
man being merciful and kind to his fellow- 
man or to hinder him from boing not only 
juat, but generouu in all bis doalings. 

Mr, Ardon, wo prosumo, moana to aay 
that tho question botwoen tho miners 
and thoir lato omployora iB not a ques- 
tion of political oconomy, but of "bread." 
This question of "bread" is, wo admit, a 
most important one, but Mr. Arden will 
find that bo cannot deal with it intelligently 
on anything liko a large scalo without call- 
ing to hia aid tho acionco to which ho 
appoara to have such an antipathy. How. 
quoationa of wagoB, involving, as thoy do, 
many other quostions, can bo equitably and 
reasonably arraugod without a duo regard 
to tho lawa of political economy is much moro 



than tho ordinary man of business can 
underatand. 

But Mr. Arden baa made 8ome discover- 
ies, which ho ought to make known to the 
btiBincsa world with the least poaaiblo delay. 
Ho asserts that mine owners have tho power 
to raiao tho prico of coal ao ua " to maintain 
their minora and their families in decoucy." 
Our correapondent ia not very clear. If 
ho means that the owners of minis 
can raise the price of coal when- 
ever it pleaaea them to do ao, and na 
high as they see lit, ho has, indeed, found 
out something that will make millionaires 
ot all tho coal-mino owners in tho world, 
and also permit them to givo much mora 
than three acres and a cow to every miner 
in thoir employ. In their business thoro 
will bo no fluctuations except thoso they 
mako to suit their own intereata and thoso 
of .their workpeople. Thoy will bo wholly 
independent of tho- market. Tliero will bo 
no more hard times for them. 

It ia a pity that they did not find th ia out 
long ago, for tho prico of coal has at timcB 
gone down to an almost ruinously low 
point, and when it has gone up tho mino- 
owners havo been so stupid aa not to koep it 
up. If they know that it depended upon 
them to keep tho prico of coal up to tho 
point at which thoy could afford to continuo 
to give tho miners the forty per cent in- 
creaao and still mako money, tho English 
coal-owners muat havo been idiota to por- 
mit the prico to fill below that point. If 
coal-mine owners can raise prices when they 
like, so cau cotton aud woolen manufactur- 
ers, so can farmers and the producers of 
other necessaries. Under the present 
syatem they aro all so very fooliah ua to 
allow pricea to fall ao low that it ia some 
timea ruinous to curry on their business on 
tho old conditions. 

But Mr. Arden knows it all. Ho has 
found out that the coal-owners uro poaacaacd 
by a demon of cheapness, and it ia because 
that under that demon's malign influence 
they chooso to aell their coal cheap, they 
find it necessary to cut down tho miner's 
wages. It ia all their own fault for thoy 
can at a word clap on an addition to the 
price of coal and mako everything lovely 
once moro in their buBineaa. 

This ia tho Rov. Mr. Arden's system of 
political economy. Ho makes tho producer 
or employer a kind of commercial czvr, who 
has, tho power to regulate prices at 
will. Hia system has, at any rate, the 
merit of simplicity, but it differa vory 
widely indeed from the political economy 
whoso luwa tho Bishop of Bath and Wells 
alluded to in his letter, to which our corres- 
pondent takes exception. It also differa 
from tho political economy whoae lawa the 
business men of tho world muat obey or 
else sutler tho conaequences of disobedience. 



DYNAMITE. 



The anarchists aro crest ing alarm in Spain, 
and they aro showing a deairo to be troublo- 
aorno in other countriea. The instrument 
thoy uso to mako themaolves feared is dyna- 
mite. Thia shows that they are terrorists 
and nothing else. What can bo moro un- 
reasonable, as woll aa moro diabolical, than 
the outrage in tho theatre in Barcelona ? To 
throw a deuth-deuling bomb in a threatro 
filled with peoplo who have never offended 
tho anarchists or thought of offending 
them; to kill and mangle two or three 
hundred of thoao innocent people, cannot 
advance tho cause of anarchy or any other 
cause ono singlo step. What it will do will 
be to croato a horror of anarchists in every 
country under tho Bun, aud cause civilized 
peoples to combino for their extirpation. 
Ono or two more outragea liko that at 
Barcelona will oauao anarchiats and all who 
fuvor anarchy to bo regarded aa human 
wolvea whom tho instinct of self-preserva- 
tion will impel society to destroy wherever 
they aro found. Acts liko that, placo the 
perpetrators outaido the pale of law. Tho 
formalities uaod in dealing with ordinary 
criminals will aoon be considered unuecca- 
s'.iry aud even dangerous in dealing with 
miscreants who aro deatituto of every feel- 
ing that reatraina men from killing and 
maiming their fellow men The feeling 
that waa prevalent in Chicago when tho 
bomb throwers commenced murdering 
tliero will, beforo long, bo tho feoling with 
which anarchists will be regarded in overy 
part of every country. 



THE POST OFFICE DEFICIT. 

The Rev. (1. M. Grant, in the first of a 
aeries of lcttera which ho proposes to write 
on political subjects, finds fault with tho ex- 
penditure of tho I'ost OUicu Department. 
Hu adduces that expenditure aa an instance 
of " throwing good money uwuy." " Our 
post office," ho says, " coat us a million and a 
half of dollars above tho rovenuo." Sir 
Adolpho Uaron saya that tho Rov. gentle- 
man's figures arc wrong, that tho poat ollico 
deficit instead of being a million and a half 
of dollars, aa atated by Professor Grant, ia 
only §(J 17,7-15. But even if tho l'rofeaaor 
woro exact, ho haa bcon very unhappy ia his 
illustration of " throwiug good money 
uwuy." The money expended in giving tho 
people of Canada postal accommodation ia not 
thrown uwuy. Kvory civilized man needs the 
comfort and convonieuco which tho post 
ollico afforda. Ho wants mail accommoda- 
tion und ho wauta cheap postage. The 
Canadian ia no exception to tho rule. Tho 
peoplo of Canada want postal conveniences 
und thoy are willing to pay for them. They 
know that muny of tho mail routes do not 
pay and that if tho mails wore carried on 
nono but paying routea, a vory conaidorublo 
proportion of tho population would bo with- 
out mail accommodation. But thia ia not 
desirable. A Bottloment iB no soonor formed 
than it- wants a poat offico, und if it docs 
not get ono its growth ia rotardod, for poo- 
plo will not aottlo in a diatrict which ia 
destitute of poatal conveniences. Canadians, 
therefore, uro dotorminod that tho poat office 
ahall havo its branohea in overy Bottled dia- 
trict of tho Dominion, and they want to 



have thoir postage reasonably low. In this 
thoy aro determined to keep pace with the 
reat of tho world. If tho Poat office cannot 
bo mado self supporting, thoy uro willing to 
be taxed to mako up tha deficiency. 

No ono in tho Dominion expects a poat- 
offico that gives tho accommodation re- 
quired in a new country liko thiB to pay. 
It is not in tho naturo of thingi that it 
should. Tho Post offico of , tho United 
States, where tho conditions aro much moro 
favorable thau they aro hero, ia not sclf- 
austaining, aud it would bo uureaaonablo 
to nvpoot, that it would bo so in Canada. 
The consequence ia that no ono complains of 
tho Post offico deficit except Principal Grant. 
A deficit ia calculated upon and it is paid 
without a murmur. 

If Principal Grant could show that tho 
Post Offico Department has been improvi- 
dent, that it bus post offices where they aro 
not required, that it pays too high for tho 
service which it roceives, that it ia encum- 
bered with clerks whoso sularioa aro too 
large, then Micro would bo somo aptness in 
his illustration. But he dooa not attompt to 
show that the Department is extravagant in 
any respect. There ia good reason to bo- 
Iiove that it ia not. Wo know thut from 
ono end of tho Dominion to tho other it is 
almost proverbial for its closeness, and that 
tho main object of its higher officials up- 
peara to be to get a dollar's worth of work 
for seventy, livo cents. 

DESBR VED CHASTISEMENT. 

The Republicans uro shouting themselves 
hoarso over the victory they claim to have 
gained in Now Vork Stato on tho 7th. Those 
who felt enough interest in tho election to 
read the election news and articlea that 
appeared in tho New York newspapers, 
know very well that, wero it not for the aid 
which the Democrats gave tho Republicans 
during the campaign and at tho polls, tho 
Democrats would have gained the day in 
that Stato. This ia tho opinion of the New 
York Timea, for in ita iesuo of tho S^h it 
said : 

Yeaterday'a result wa8 no Republican 
victory. That party entered upon tho 
campaign without hope and without expec 
tution of success, and it did little to bring 
about the result. It was a chastisement of 
tho Democratic party by Democratic votera, 
and the Maynard nomination waa tho cauae 
of it all. Tlieao samo votera will bo ready 
to BUpport tho party again when honesty 
and aagacity resume thoir away in ita 
counoila. 

Tho Timea, however, ao far from being 
ashamed of tho part it took in aiding tho 
Republicana to carry tho Stato, ia proud of 
it, and it hopes that tho Democratic bosses 
will profit by tho lcBBon they havo been 
taught und step down und out. If thoy do 
not, it throatena them with war to the knifo 
until they uro deposed.

IZENSEE'S INTERRUPTED FLIGHT. 



Superintendent Hussey Quickly Appre- 
hends a Fugitive From 
American Justice. 



Tho New Whatcom Imitator of Adolf 
Krufj Pays British Columbia 
a Brief Visit. 



Tho police of Vancouver and Victoria 
cities, with an auxiliary force of Provincial 
constables under Sergeant J. M. Langley, 
united yeaterday afternoon in on endeavor 
to locate ex-Trcaaurer P. M. Izenaee, of 
New Whatcom, whom dispatches from tho 
Bellingham Bay city declared to be a 
defaulter to the amount of §60,000. It was 
thought probablo that the absconder would 
take the Warrimoo for Hiwaii or Austra- 
lia—particularly as he was seen on the 
wharf ut Vancouver and on the ocean liner 
between -t and ft o'clock Wodnesday after- 
noon — and so Sergeant Haywood, of the 
Terminal city, boarded tho ship there and 
came down to Victoria on her, searching 
every hole and corner aboard en routo and 
unearthing, or rather " uucouling," five 
stowaways, but no Izonsee. Horo Chief 
Sheppard, of the city brigade, and Sergcaut 
Langley, of the Provincial, again turned the 
ship upaido down with no better result. 
The defaulter waa described with charming 
indefinitencss as 35 years of age, dark, with 
black moustache, and slightly lame — u 
description which would fit not a few. 

Tho police were contemplating the next 
move in the game when tho following special 
dispatch to the Colonist was receivetl from 
New Westminster announcing that the move 
had already been mado by Superintendent 
Hussey : 

" Acting under instructions from Sheriff 
Rcqua and prosecuting Attorney Thomas G. 
Newman of Now Whatcom, Superintendent 
F. S. Hussey locutod at Yale and caused 
the arrest this afternoon of P. M. Iz-nsee, 
ox-treasurer of New Whatcom, on u charge 
of embezzlement of £00,000. Tho American 
authorities aro now on tho way to British 
Columbia to prosecute and take extradition 
proceedings." 

Later in tho evening further particulars 
were obtained in tho following : 

Vancouver, Nov. 10 —(Special.)— 
Though Izenseo, Whatcom's defaulting city 
treasurer, evaded tho police here, it was not 
for long, us a despatch waa receivod at 8 
this ovening from Yale, saying ho had been 
arrested there by Policeman Dodds, acting 
under explicit instructions from Superin- 
tendent Hussoy. Izenaee took his arrest 
quiotly and will return with the American 
officers to Bellingham Bay without waiting 
for tho formalities of extradition. 

Tho story of Izenoeo'a case ia thus told in 
a Colonist telegram from his home : 

Faibiiavek, Wo,, Nov. 1G. — (Special) — 
P. M. IzenBco was city treasurer of New 
Whatcom in 1892 and 1893, On September 
11 of this yeur ho resigned his office, and 
an examination of his books by exports 
showed a shortage of $73,000. Ho was 
immediately arreatcd on aeveral counts and 
is now under bail bonda in tho amount of 
$60,000 to answer charges of misappropriat- 
ing the public moneys and of ombezzlement. 
Tho Grand Jury is now in session and is 
investigating charges of malfeasance in 
oflieo preferred ugainst eoveral other city 
officers. Izonsee left horo yesterday pre- 
sumably for Yale, B. C, whore ho was said 
to bo contemplating onguging in business. 
He has always stood high in business oircles, 
and it is probablo his defalcations would 
havo been undiscovered but for tho financial 
crash throughout tho United States this 
your.

Steamer "Kingston" to Change Her 
Time— A Rival on the Route 
-Wharf Notes.

Tho steamer Mogul, Capt. Thomas Gold- 
ing, of the Northern Paoifia lino, arrived 
yeaterday afternoon after a hard voyage, 
the woathor being quite as rough as might 
bo oxpectod in tho North Pacific at this 
time of the year. Sho was 1G days and 2 
hours out from Yokohama. There were 
only two aaloon passcngors, these being 
Chief Engineer Thompson, formerly of tho 
Phra Nang, who will spoud a holiday in 
Victoria, and Mr. Newmun, who proceeds 
on to New Westminster to join his brother 
there. Tho Mogul also brought over a dis- 
tressed sealer named Bridger, who ia suffer- 
ing severely from rheumatism, and has 
been in hospital in Yokohama. Tho Britiah 
consul there intereated himself in tho case, 
and sent him homo on the Mogul. Thero 
were 13 Chinese and 20 Japuneao pasBon- 
gera, who wero landed at this port. Tho 
treight was heavy, consisting of 
,'150 tons for British Columbia ports, 
which was unloaded here, and 12,800 for 
the Sound and ovorland points in the Uni- 
ted States. An interesting item of news 
brought by this steamer is that tho sealer 
Maud S., lying in Yokohama harbor since 
her arrest by the Russians on a charge of 
sealing within the prohibited zone, has been 
released, tho court having dismissed tho 
charge, with costa against tho Russian Gov. 
eminent. The owners here received no let 
ters confirming this news, but it waa what 
they expected, as they could establish that 
the Maud S was at least twenty-six miles 
from shore — within thirty miles being 
prohibited — and her chronometer being on 
of order and the weather being foggy, her 
exact position could not. bo known to tho 
captain. When sho was captured, early in 
the morning, none of her boats wero down, 
and sho had undoubtedly drifted 
during tho night inoro than tho four 
miles sho was over tho lino. 
Tho record of tho Mogul's log shows a very 
trying passage, as follows: "Left Hong 
Kong at noon October 11); mot strong north- 
east monsoon and heavy sea; arrived at 
Amoy 8 p. m., 20th; shipped 1,201) tons tea 
left at 9 p. m , 21at, and again experienced 
strong northeast monsoon and heavy sea; 
arrived at Shanghai 10 a. m. 21th; loft at 
11:30 p. m. ; had fresh breeze, moderate aea 
and tine, clear weather; arrivod at Mozi 
Japu, tho coaling station, at 11 p. m. 20th, 
and having coaled left at 5 p.m. 28th; ar- 
rived at Kobe at 3:30 p.m. October 29, and 
thero took .300 tona cargo; left at 6 a.m., 
30th, and had fine, clear weathor to Yoko 
hama, arriving thero ut noon on the 31st; 
loft at 6 a.m., November 1; passed Iuu-bo 
yo-saki, the last point of land sighted, at 
G p.m.; had fino weathor until noon No- 
vember 3, when tho wind freshened to 
a gale, and on tho morning of tho 
4th chipped largo quantities of wator fore 
and uft. Met with variable winds until tho 
Sth, when tho wind freshened from tho east, 
with squalls and very heavy head sea. This 
continued for 18 hours, during which the 
vessel mado only 8 knots an hour. Tho 
ISOth meridian was crossed on tho Sth. On 
the morning of the 12th thero commenced 
a heavy gale with terrific squalls, lasting 3G 
hours, the ruin falling continuously. After 
that thero was fino weather." Capo Flat- 
tery was passed at 9:30 a.m. yesterday, and 
at 3 p.m. tho vessel docked. Sho proceeded 
on her way to Taeoma at threo o'clock this 
morning. 

THE WAKKIMOO's MCI BUSINESS. 

Thoao who thought that tho accident to 
the Miowera would prove a setback to the 
business of the Canadian-Australian line 
have been 8hown to bo mistaken, for the 
Warrimoo, on the very next trip, left hero 
with the largest passenger list and 
tho greatest amount of freight yet 
to the credit of any outgoing 
eteamT. There wero no less than 80 
aaloon pns::r-ngTS, including tho 15 of the 
Australian oricketors' patty, and in tho 
forecastle there were 40, crowding tho latter 
accommodation to tho utmo3t limit. Tho 
ship, with upwards of 1,200 tons of freight, 
waa louded right down to tho water line. 
As usual a great proportion of tho cargo wub 
for Honolulu, this consisting of lime, flour, 
bran, shingles and salmon, in all 850 tons 
For Sydney thero were 275 tons of canned, 
salt and frozen salmon, pickets and laths ; 
and for transhipment to Melbouruo and 
Brisbane 75 tons of machinery, salmon, 
quicksilver and sundries. Considerable 
freight was taken on at Victoria, this being 
principally aulrnon and pickets. Tho War- 
rimoo was to havo left Vancouver at 5 a.m., 
but on account of fog did not leavo until 
9:30. She docked about 3 p.m., and it was 
more than six hours afterwards when the 
cargo from thia port waa stowed a way and she 
was able to go on her journoy. She took the 
mails brought by the Premier in the evening. 
This steamer has orders to call at Suva, tho 

pit.al of tho Fiji Islands, which for the 
future are to bo included in, tho routo, thus 
dividing tho distance between Honolulu and 
Sydney. Sinco Brisbane has been dropped 
tno call at Suva will not lengthen the timo 
of the voyage. The Warrimoo left in charge 
of her now skipper, Capt. l'orry, who baa 
been duly appointed sinco her arrival hero.

King, undor charter to Robert Ward & Co., 
to load salmon at this port for Eugland, 
met with an accident. It was about two 
o'clook yesterday morning when the vessol 
reached Race Rocks, after having sailed up 
tho Straits, and was passing through tho 
narrow channel thore when her speed waa 
suddenly checked by a rock. She was not 
travelling fast, however, as sho was coming 
in under short sail. This fict was partially 
demonstrated by hor not remaining on tho 
rock moro than half an hour, and floating 
off. After the accident water began to leak 
slowly into the hold and tho vessel was then 
kept oft' the Raco until daylight, wheu tho 
tug Lome went out for her aud lowed her 
around to the Esquimult dry dock, As tho 
pumpa had to be kept going to keep her 
from filling, it wua decided to dock her as 
soon aa DOBsible, and thia was accordingly 
done.

Work Satisfactorily Proceeding — 
Estimate of the Probable 
Number of Visitors. 



The Midwinter Plaisanco — Working 
Up the Peeling in the 
Different States. 



San Francisco, Nov. 10. — In less than 
two weeks' time the Exposition grounds will 
bo enclosed by a fenoo, the contract for tho 
construction of tho same having been let 
and work commenced. It will tako noarly 
two miles of fenco to enoloao the grounds. 
As to tho number of people who may rea- 
sonably bo counted on to attond tho Mid- 
winter Exposition, it is estimated at over 
500,000 soula for San Francisco and its 6ur 
rounding suburbs, 1,500,000 for tho State of 
California, and 1,000,000 moro for tho other 
states and territories on tho Paoifio coast. 

Without taking into consideration tho 
largo numbor of visitors which reduced rail- 
way fares will bring, the winter season in 
California hails each year tho arrival of 
thousands of rich peoplo from tho various 
states of tho Union, attracted by its health- 
giving climate, aud for the most part pos- 
sesing luxurious homos in different parts of 
tho stato. These wealthy people may be 
relied upon nob only to mnko largo pur- 
chases of exhibits for their homes, but to 
onter heartily into any industrial scheme 
suggested to them by tho examination of 
goods on exhibition. 

Count B. De Valcourt has arrived, to- 
gether with hiB assistants, who aro engaged 
in the construction of an Oriental villugo at 
the Midwinter Fair. This concession prom- 
ises to ho one of tho most attractive of all 
the exhibits in tho Midwinter plaiaance, and 
will cover 45,000 stjuaro feet. Designs have 
been submitted and approved, contracts 
awarded and work will be commenced at 
once, ThiB concession will comprise a 
street in Cairo thirty feet wide, along which 
will bo arrangod bazaars presided over by 
natives of Constantinople and Cairo. It 
will be under the management of a corpora- 
tion representing §155,000. 

Senator Mitchell, of Oregon, is in tho 
city with a view of lending hia aid toward 
perfecting the arrangement of the Orogon 
exhibit at tho Midwinter exposition. The 
Senator says that there ia §25,000 left over 
from tho Oregon World's Fair appropria- 
tion, but that it cannot bo diverted directly 
to use in the Midwinter exposition. There 
is a Bcntiment, however, among tho people 
of Oregon for tho raising of a fund which 
would subsequently bo made good by diver- 
sion of thiB appropriation through the 
medium of the next Legislature. Oregon 
intends to bring her entire exhibit hero 
which sho had at tho Columbian exposition. 

Craigio Sharp, commissioner-at-largo for 
the Midwinter exposition, ha3 sturted for 
the North to encourage the peoplo of Oro- 
gon, Washington, Montana and Utah in tho 
work they have already undertaken in this 
connection, and there is every prospect, 
judging from the correspondence of the ex- 
ecutive committee, that all of theao Btates 
will bo well represented at the fair. 

TO VISIT IT vLY. 

The Qneen Will Likely Tnko a Trip to Naples 
In the Spring. 

New York, Nov. 15. — Edmund Yates 
cables tho Tribune from London : The 
Queen has been anxious for several years 
past to visit Naples, and it is probable that 
she will carry out her wish next spring. 
King Humbert has placed tho famous royal 
palace of Copodimonte, which stands on a 
hill commanding a splendid view of tho city 
and bay, at the Queen's disposal. Copodi- 
monte, which was built by Charles III, is a 
vast rectangular structure containing nearly 
sixty rooms, which aro hung with modern 
paintings. The interior was redecorated 
and refurnished ft few years ago when 
the sanitary arrangements and water 
supply were overhauled. Tho grounds, 
which are more than three miles in circuit 
and Deautifully diversified and richly wood- 
ed, contain many miles of winding drives. 
Th-jro is a largo wood of evergreens and 
oaks laid out with shady walkB, and in an- 
other part of tho grounds a vineyard, 
through which there is a very long walk 
under a trellis of vines. The grounds are, 
indeed, a veritable Arcadia, presenting at 
every part enchanting views of the sur- 
rounding country. If the Queen finally de- 
cides to visit Naples sho will arrive there 
on March 22. 

If tho Duke of Connaught does not prove 
a capablo commander at Aldershot it cer- 
tainly will not be that he has failed on the 
score of thoroughness, for ho haB even, it is 
said, beaten Sir E/lyn Wood's record in a 
desiro to pest himself on all the details. 
There is not a branch of tho service, I am 
assured, nor a department connected with 
the administration of which the Duko has 
not mastered all arrangements. 

J. E. Redmond is hedging already as 
regards his attitude toward tho Govern- 
ment, but even tho latest edition of his 
ultimatum, if ho keeps to it, must force 
him into opposition. It is quite certain 
that Gladstone will t;ot attempt to deal 
with the evicted tenants at his session, and 
it is equally certain that a proposal to re- 
lease the dynamiters would break up the 
cabinet. These are Redmond's terms, how- 
ever, and ho has pledged his reputation that 
if they are rejected he will do his utmost to 
wreck tho Government, and »8 his party 
will count 18 in division and tho Govern- 
ment majority was only 1!), he may have 
many chancos of in iking good his words, 
Whether he will do so remains to bo seen. 
It iH reported that the Tories are preparing 
an Irish Home Rule scheme, which will lie 
published after the return of Chamberlain 
to England. 

MEXICAN REVOLUTIONISTS. 

They Evade tho Government Troops .Sent Out 
Against Them. 

Dallas, Nov. Hi.— A News El Paso 
special says : Tho Mexican revolutionists 
insteud of attacking Ciudad Juarez, us has 
been duly expected, have evaded the Fed- 
eral troops from Chihuahua and Cusa Grande 
and taken Ascension and Corr.ilitas. Ameri- 
cans, who were ordered out of Ascension by 
tho revolutionist aro seeking safety at 
Doming, N.M. The Diaz Mormon colonists 
located near Lake Palomas, just across the 
border, have been ordered to abandon their 
homes.

TORPEDO CRUISERS. 

Proposal to Build a Vessel of This OIubb for 
Speedy Communication ou tho 
Pacific Coast. 

Washington, D. C, Nov. 10 —The great 
importance of events in Hawaii affecting 
American intorcsts and tho inadequate 
means of transmitting oflieial information 
by way of tho steamers of tho commercial 
lines, Bailing at long intervals, subject to 
ahange, has led to a discussion in naval 
circles as to the possibility of improving the 
methods of communication. The fact is re- 
called that the Naval Ollioo act of 1890 
contained an appropriation of J50,0U0 
for tho construction of a torpedo 
cruiser of about 750 tons measurement, hav- 
ing tho extraordinary speed of twenty-three 
knots per hour. At present thero ia no 
vessel of this type on tho naval list, al- 
though tho European governments possess 
several of thorn. Tho main purpoao, as tho 
name indicates, is to pursue and capture tho 
torpedo boats that muko it unsafo for hostile 
fleets to anchor near tho coast, but they 
also servo as dispatch vessels, and with 
their great speed and comparatively largo 
coal capacity are admirably adapted to this 
purpose At present thoro but one dis- 
patch vessel in tho United States navy, 
and that is tho Dolphin, a fast enough ves- 
sel at tho dato of; her construction," but, in 
these days of fast vessels, totally unsuiublc 
for such a purpose. In tho aliRenco of tho 
much desired cablo from San Francisco to 
Honolulu, tho necessity of a torpedo boat 
cruiser stationod on tho Pacific coast cannot 
be questioned. It may be that an addi- 
tional appropriation of §100,000 will bo 
necesaary to make the total appropriation 
largo enough to defray tho cost of construc- 
tion of such a Bhip, and if Socretary Her- 
bert concludos to build her tho department 
would bo able to send a dispatch to Hawaii 
in about four days from San Francisco. 

FRENCH WINES IN THE U. S. 

Proposal That the United States Reduce Their 
Tariff to Promote Consumption. 

Paris, Nov. 1G. — Adolpho Turrel, deputy 
from tho department of Aude, has written 
to the ministor of commerce, representing 
that a reduction of the American duties on 
French wines could bo obtained if it could bo 
proved that the wines exportod wero not 
wines of luxury but wines for popular con- 
sumption. Turrell adds that the proaeut 
duties exclude all but high-class wines, and 
if American dutieB wero reduced ordinary 
wines could be exported, as thoro are, he 
says, millions of hectoliters of excellent 
wine in France which cost only 18 to 30 
franca per hectoliter. Turrel finally urges 
the minister of commerce to draw up a 
detailed table giving tho production of 
French wines and tho cost, which Turrol iB 
confident would induce America to reduce 
tho duties on French winea, whoso purity ia 
guaranteed by certificates of origin. 

NEW FRENCH GROUP. 

No Programme Defined— It Does Not Go Far 
Enough For Home. 

Paris, Nov. 10.— At a meoting of tho 
Radicals, hold at the Palaco Bourbon, one 
hundred persons wero present, including 
Goblet, Bourgeois, Pelletan and Brisson. 
M. Julion oxplained tho object of tho meet- 
ing, and said it was intended to form a group 
in the Chamber of Deputies with a pro- 
gramme which will include a progressive in- 
come tax, diminution of indirect taxation, a 
pension fund for workingmen, reform of 
civil and legal proceduro and revision of the 
constitution in tho direction ot giving tho 
Senate a moro suspensory vote in placo of 
the power of veto. M. Pelletan declined to 
join tho proposed group because its pro- 
gramme does not Include Beparation of 
church and state. Ho announced, however, 
that ho would join tho part of tho extreme 
left, who, he said, could often work with 
the Radicals. 



NEW AUYKKTISIMIKNTX. 



Philadelphia Ledger : One of the objects 
of the visit of Thomas A. Hdson, the inven- 
tor, to Allentown, Penn., a day or two ago 
was getting ideas for uso in his new mag- 
netic ore concentrator, which he expects 
will work a revolution in the iron business. 
He was also studying the working of the 
furnaces with a viow of perfecting another 
invention which he has on hand for the 
charging of furnaces by machinery, by 
which he hopes to greatly cheapen the pro- 
duction of iron. Ho has already introduced 
similar machinery in his oro mines in New 
Jorsey, whereby the ore is brought to the 
surfaco at a small expenae. In talking of 
his inventions or the treatment of ores and 
the operation of furnaces, ho said ho ex- 
pected soon to bo able to placo Northern 
furnaces once more in a poaition to compete 
successfully with those in the South. By 
means of his magnetic concentrator ho will 
tako 25 per cont. oro, and, by removing the 
foreign matter, convert it into bricks that 
contain 60 per cent of iron.

THE POUND BY-LAW. 

Tho Municipal Council of tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows : 

Sao, 1. Lots 18. 10 ard 50 In Block 68 and in 
part of Block 73, Spring Ridge, Bltuato on 
Queens Avenue and Chamber Btreot, or Buch 
other placo or plucea ua fahn.ll bo designated by 
tho Council f:om tlmo to time, are hereby 
established a City Pound, and shall bo main- 
tained as Bucb. by tho Corporation ot the City 
of Victoria. 

Sec. 2. Tho Council may. from tlmo to time, 
appoint a Pound-keopcr at such salary or ro- 
munoratlon ns it may docldo and appropriate 
out of tho annual revenue 

Sec. 3. The Pound-keeper may omoloy such 
aesistnnt or assistants as tho Council may, by 
rosolu'ion, au hoilzo him a J to do; provided 
that tho Council has named tho remuneration 
and appropriated out of tho rovonuo tho 
amount such assistant is to receive, and that a 
warrant authorizing tho payment has first boon 
Issued, 

Sec. 1. Tho Pound-kcopor shall glvo a bond 
to tho Corporation of tho City in tho ponal 
sum of two hundred and fifty, dollars, condi- 
tioned that tho said Pound-keopcr shall well 
and faithfully dlschargo tho duties of hia olll-o, 
and shall regularly pay ovor all moneys to tho 
Corporation which may como into his hands as 
such Pound-keopor. 

Sec. 5. Tho City Treasurer shall furnish tho 
Poundkeoper with a book In which tho pound- 
keeper shall onter a description of ovory animal 
impounded by him, with tho name of tho per- 
son who took or sent tho same to bo impound- 
ed, tho day and hour on which tho anima 1 
name into his charge ns Poundkeoper, tho day 
and hour on which tho Bamo was redeemed, 
discharged, or otherwise dealt with or disposed 
of; tho name of tho person and tho amount 
paid by tho person redeeming tho animal, or, 
if Bold, tho name of thn purchaser, tho amount 
that was paid for tho animal, and tho amount 
or tho expenso thereon, and tho balance, if 
any, remaining over and above tho penalty, al- 
lowance and expenses, and to whom the samo 
has been paid, which balanco (if anyi ahull, 
prior to making tho return to tho auditor, bo 
paid ovor to tho City Treasuror. 

Sec. 0. Toe Poundkeepor shall at tho end of 
tho month make a return to tho City Auditor, 
in writing, comprising tho above information, 
and any other information ho or tho auditor 
may deem necessary, which return shall bo 
verified by statutory declaration of tho Pound- 
keeper. 

Sec, 7. Tho Poundkeoper Blind pay ovor to 
tho City Treasurer nil money recolvcd by him 
once In evoiy month, or of tenor if instructed 
so to do, and shall at all times produco his 
books for tho Inspection of any mombor of tho 
Council, or thoAuditor, or tho Treasurer, when 
requested eo to do. 

Sec. 8. No horse, ass, mulo, ox, bull, cow, 
cattle, swine, hog, Bheop, goat, goose, duck, or 
dog (except dogs registered aa hereinafter 
mentioned) shall ho permitted to run at largo, 
or trespass In the city, ac uny time, or to graze, 
browso, or feed upon any of Isiio strcotB. 
squares, lanes, parks, alloys, or public places of 
the city, or upon any unfencod lots, or unfenced 
land within tho city llmlts.undor tho following 
penalties against tho ownors, or keocors, or 
personB having chargo of tho samo, viz. : 

For oach horse, ass, mule, ox, bull, cow 
or other catllo '. $2 00 

For each swino, hog, Bheop, or goat, or 
other animal 60 

For each dog, or goose, or duck 25 

Sec, 0. If any of tho animals mentioned in 
section 8 of this By-law (excopt dogs registered 
ns herolnnfter-meiitioned), uro found at largo, 
or trespassing within tho limits of the City of 
Victoria, or grazing, browsing, or feeding upon 
any of tho streets, squares, lanes, parks, alloys, 
or public places of tho Bald city, or upon any 
unfonccd lots or land within tho city limits, It 
alinll bo taken by tho Pound-keeper or hia as- 
sistant, and driven, led, or carried to tho said 
City Pound, and bo thoro impounded, aud it 
Bhnll bo the duty of tho Pound kcepor, so to im- 
pound audi animals. 

Sec. 10. It shall bo unlawful for any person 
to tie or tether any animal mentioned in sec- 
tion 8 of this by-law in any street, lane, park, 
alloy, or other public placo in the Ciu for thu 
purpoao of allowing such animal to graze, 
browse, or feed upon any grass in tho said 
streets, lares, parks, alloys, or other public 
places In tho city, and any person who violates 
the provisions of this section shall bo liablo to 
the penalties provided by this by law, and tho 
animal shall bo deemed a trecpassor within 
tho city. 

Sec II. Anv person or persons who llnd any 
of tho animals mentioned in section 8 of this 
by-law, running at largo or trespassing within 
the city limits In contravention of this by-law, 
may drive, lead or carry the said animal to the 
said pound, and it shall bo the duty of the 
Pound keeper to receivo and impound tho 
Bamo. 

Sec. 12. It shall bo tho duty of nil ofllcers and 
constables of tho police forco of tho said city, 
whenever they see or meet any of the animals 
mentioned in sec' ion 8 of this by-law running 
at, largo, or trespassing within tho city limits 
In contravention of this by-law, or whenever 
their attention is directed by any person to any 
such animal running at largo or t respassing, as 
aforesaid, to immediately tnko chargo of such 
animal, and drive, lead or carry, or cause the 
same to bu driven, led or carried to the pound. 

Sec. 13. The Pound-keopor shall daily furnish 
all animals impounded In the City Pound with 
good and snlllciont food, water and shelter, 
and for so doing Hhall demand and rccolvo 
from the respective owners of such animals, or 
from tho keepers or persons in whose chargo 
the animals ought to bo, for tho use of tho Cor- 
poration, the following allowance over and 
above tbe fees for impounding, namely : 

For each horso, ass. mule, bull, cow or other 
cattle, 50 cents per day. 

For each swine, hog, Bheop or goat, or other 
animal, 25 contu per day. 

For each dog, or gooso or duck, 10 cents por 
day. 

Sec. 14. If tho owner of any animal impound, 
cd, or any other person entitled to redeem the 
samo, shall appear and claim such animal at 
any time beforo the sale thereof, it shall be tho 
duty uf the Pound-keeper, or his assistant, to 
deliver up tho same on rccoiving tho umount 
In full of tho penalty and tho allowance, and 
the expenses clnrgeablo for each and every 
animal, and in addition thereto, if tho animal 
redoomcd la a dog, tho annual tax thoro for. 

Seo. 15. It bhnll bo tho duty of Lbo Pound- 
keoper, or his assistant, beforo making delivery 
of nny animal so impounded, beforo salo, or on 
payment of surplus monoy af tor salo, to obtain 
from tho porson or persons claiming tho samo, 
his, her, or their nnmo or names and rosidonco, 
uud to enter tho samo in a book, together with 
tho dato when such animal was impounded, 
nnd tho dato when tho samo was sold or ru- 
dconiod, ns tho caso may bo. 

Soc. 10. If no person shall appear to claim 



ruch animal oranlmnls so Impounded within 
throe days alter tho samo may bavo been im- 
pounded, or If tho porson claiming such animal 
shall rofuso or neglect to pny tho penalty and 
tho allowance and expenses chargeable there- 
on, it shall ba tho duty of tho Pound-keeper to 
givo at least soven days' notice of tho Bolo 
thereof. 

Sec. 17. Such notlco shall contain n gonornl 
description of tho animal or animals Im- 
pounded, and shall be posted up In some con- 
spicuous placo at tho pound whore tho same 
shall have boon impounded, and also at the 
City Hal). 

Sec. 18. If, at tho expiration of tho tlmo 
specilled En tho said notico, no porson Bhnll np> 
pear to claim tho animal or anlma's therein 
spccilled and rcforred to, or if aiy person shall 
appear to claim tho samo, but shall refuso or 
neglect to pay tho penalty and tho allowance 
and tho exponscs accrued and charged on such 
animal or animals, it shn'l bo lawful to Boll 
tho samo. and lbo animal or animals shall bo 
offered to public competition and sold to tho 
highest bidder by tho Pound keoper at tho 
City Pound. 

Seo, 10 If tho animal bo a horso, ass, mule, 
ox, bull, cow. or ottior cattle, it shall bo ttdver 
Used In a nowspapor at loast threo days beforo 
such salo. 

See. 20. If, after tho salo of any animal as 
aforesaid, the purchaser doeB not immediately 
pay tho prico thereof, tfio Pound-keopor may 
forthwith cause tho animal to bo re-sold, and so 
cont'nuo to do until tho prico is paid. 

Seo. 21. Inca'e of tho salo of any Impounded 
animal or animals, tho said Pound keepor shall 
rotaln out of tho prococds of such salo snlllci- 
ont to pay tho amount of tho penalty and Uio 
allowance and all cxponses chargeable by him 
on account of tho said animal or animals. 

Sec. 22. If, after such rale, and whilst tho 
proceeds thereof remain In tho hands of the 
Pound-keeper, tho former owner of any animal 
or animals so impounded nnd sild shall appear 
and claim tho prococds of such sale, it shall bo 
tho duly of the Pound-keeper to deduct from 
the proceeds of such Balo tho penalty and tho 
allowance and all expenses chargeable under 
this by-law, to ascertain the name and address 
of such owner, and to pny ovor tho bulanco of 
tho proceeds of • nob salo, if any, to the person 
bo claiming to bo tho ownor, upon satsfaclory 
proof of ownership being given to such Pound- 
keeper. 

Sec. 23. No person or porsons Bhnll break 
open, or in any manner, directly or indireotly, 
aid or assist In broaking open tho pound, or 
Bhall take or let any animal or animals there- 
oat, without tho consent of tho Pound-keeper. 

Sec. 21. Each and every porson who shall 
hinder, delay or obstruct any poreon or parsons 
ongaged in driving, loading, or carrying to tho 
pound any animal or animals liable to bo Im- 
pounded under tho provisions of this by-law 
Bhnll, for each nnd ovory offonco, bo liable to 
the penalty hereinafter mentioned. 

Sec. 25. If any dog, impounded as aforesaid, 
is not redoomcd within ton days aftor such im- 
pounding, it shall bo lawful for tho Pound- 
kcopor to kill it. 

Sec. 28. Every porson who pays tho annual 
tax for a dog, as mentioned In tho " Rovenuo 
By-law," shall thorepon bo entitled to havo 
Biich dog registered, numbered, and described 
In a book to bo kept for ibis purpose 
at tho oillco of tho City Treasurer, and 
receivo a motal badge or tag. stamped with tho 
year for which tho tax is paid, and tho number 
of tho registration, and in enso any dog shall 
bo found at largo within tho municipality at 
any tlmo without suoh a badgo or tag, as afore- 
said, such dog shall bo doomed to bo at largo 
within tho meaning of clause 8 of this bylaw. 

Soc. 27. In tho ovont of a dog being im- 
pounded and tho owner proving to tho satis- 
faction of tho Pound keeper or the City 
Treasurer that tho annual tax hfld been paid 
and tho motal badgo or tug hud been removed 
beforo tho Impounding of tho dog, It shall bo 
lawful for the Pound-ki eper to releaso such dog 
from tho pound at once, and enter the particu- 
lars In his book. 

Sec. 28. It shall bo lawful for tho Pound- 
keeper, or his nsdstnnt, or other persons, as 
aforesaid, to impound any dog found running 
at large in tho city and not wearing amoial 
badgo or tog in accordance with the last pre- 
ceding section of this by-law. 

Soc. 20. No person shall kcop or harbour any 
dog which habitually disturbs tho ijuiotof any 
person, or which endangers tho safety of any 
person by biting or otherwise. 

Sec. 30. Every person convicted of an infrac- 
tion o? any provision of this by-law shall forfeit 
and pay therofor a penalty not exceeding ilfty 
dollars. 

Soc. 31, Tho " Pound By-law, No. (145. 30," Is 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 32 This by-law may bo ci:cd as the 
" City Pound By-law, 1893."

It is lined throughout with 
quilted heliotrope satin and bordered 
witlywide bands of Alaska sable. There is 
a ripple of heliotrope broadcloth, braided 
with black and bordered with fur, and 
this reaches to tho bottom of tho cloak 
in front in jabot folds. With it is worn 
it black velvet hat, trimmed with helio- 
trope, velvet and plumes. The collar is 
high and bordered with fur. Another 
wrap is being limdo in the same style, 
but with tho body of tho cloak of dark 
green velvet and tho jabot collar of 
cream white broadcloth, braided with 
black and gold, and this bids fair to bo 
handsomer than tho other. The black 
cloak costs §300. 

There are many other elegant long 
cloaks for grand occasions. Ono was 
cut princess shape, tho skirt opening in 
front over a panel of richly embroidered 
bluo cloth. The colors wero blue, red 
.and gold, and the pattern covered the 
entire front, only showing the cloth be- 
tween the flowers. The cloak was of 
corduroy, dark blue in color, the whole 
bordered with a band of beaver. There 
was a triple capo of velvet of the 
samo color, also bordered with fur. 
There wero deep cuffs of fur. With this 
costume there was a tiny muff of the 
same kind of fur scarcely largo enough 
for both hands. 

One long wrap was plaited on a round 
yoke, and the front was of emerald vel- 
vet, with a deep fringe and netted head- 
ings of jet and a fringe of the same across 
the bust. The back was of havana brown 
cloth, bordered with a handsome passe- 
menterie. There was a short cape, edged 
with natural beaver and with a velvet 
umbrella collar. A six inch band of 
beaver went around the back of tho skirt 
at the bottom, and there was a collar of 
tho same. There wero no sleeves. 

Another superb wrap had tho bade 
laid in plaits, with one wido box plait 
in tho middle. Tho material of this was 
heavy black damasse. It hung straight 
down from tho yoke in front just as it 
did in tho back. There was a 12 inch 
band of beaver around tho bottom. The 
gigot sleeves and double ripple capo and 
worth collar are all of black velvet. 
With this also is carried a tiny muff. 
Some thought the muffs for this winter 
would be very large, but they so far aro 
shown only with suits or wraps to match 
tho fur and are very small indeed — much 
smaller than I have ever seen them. 

Ono splendid mantle for a young wom- 
an was niado of coriuth armure silk, 
trimmed with flat lace insertions and 
deep silk fringe. This is cut to hang 
from the shoulders and has another capo 
coming part way down, with square cor- 
ners, bordered with tho black lace. This 
second mantle has three rows of deep 
fringe hung on in a festoon over eacli 
arm. There were three stiff sprung ruf- 
fles all around tho shoulders, but not 
across tho bust. There wero bands of 
fine jet passementerie on each of these 
and down tho front of the shoulders. 
There was a mite of a muff of black 
astrakhan with this, trimmed with a 
coriuth red satin bow. This was to bo 
worn over a shot silk, green and red, 
made with a plain skirt edged by two 
narrow flounces. 

I notice a marked desire to drape skirts 
again, but this draping is produced by 
festooning one skirt over another or lift- 
ing up one wide to show an apparent un- 
derskirt of other material. Somo are 
looped that way to the knees on the right 
side or left, as may be, and the folds aro 
left to fall loosely. I saw one that was 
really handsome and a rest to tho eyes 
wearied with roundabout trimming. It 
was a chocolate colored cloth, with a 
wide band of steel gray reps around the 
bottom, headed by a narrow band of 
krimmer. This was lifted quite 20 inches, 
showing an underskirt of steel gray, 
"with five upright maize ribbons an inch 
wide and two inches apart, and these 
wero set with small silk buttons of white, 
Thero were three ribbons set on tho 
breast in a point and covered with but- 
tons. Tho waist and sleeves wero of 
gray, with wide spring bertha of tho 
cloth. Tho sleeves wero balloon pull's. 
Indeed tho most of the sleeves at pres- 
ent aro either gigot or balloon pulls. 
Somo skirts aro cut out with deep seal- 
lops, and these buttonholed with small 
scallops, and under all an accordion 
plaited skirt of a contrasting color, such 
as drab or tan over pink, with the other 
accessories of garnet velvet. 

Fur trimming, narrow and wide, is 
seen on almost everything, even on somo 
evening dresses. Ermine is worn quite 
.largely by those who can obtain that ex- 
pensive fur. Ermine collars and stoles 
are seen on velvet short cloaks, and there 
is something truly regal about that fur. 
Beaver is an expensive, fur, but owing 
to its smooth, even surfaco it is tho best 
for putting bands on any garment. Seal- 
skin this year is worth $1 an inch, and 
eho who has a sealskin may bo doubly 
happy, since it is doubly valuable. Box 
.capes and military capes aro much liked 
in sealskin, and also those that aro fitted 
on to a circular collar. Somo have rip- 
ple collars of tho fur, and these aro bound 
with heaver or sablo if possible. Tho 
military cape is tho most of ton seen, but 
thero is little real warmth in it, as tho 



vririd blows "up under it and' inakes it 
necessary to wear a very thick gown in 
cold weather. 

A pretty house dress was made of pur- 
ple cloth. It had three bauds of mink 
fur around tho skirt, each headed by 
two milliner's folds of satin of the samo 
shade as tho dress. Tho waist was plain 
and round, with a braided figaro, and 
this was bound with mink. Tho stand- 
ing collar was also bound with fur. 
There was a ripple collar of the cloth, 
bound with satin and lined with purple 
Slid gold shot silk. 

I saw another handsome dress of dark 
bluo sorgo for a young lady. Tho skirt 
was cut umbrella shape, and down tho 
side was a hand of gray fox fur, and tho 
samo went around the bottom. Tho belt 
was of tho fur. as wero tho cuffs and 
choker collar. Thero was a wide spring 
collar of tabac brown ribbed silk, and 
this was cut in front to represent rovers, 
and tho whole was bound with tho fur. 
Tho band which went down tho front 
started at the right shoulder and crossed 
diagonally, ending on tho left sido at the 
bottom. 

I have noticed on many of tho latest 
homo and street garments a good bit of 
metal trimmings — that is to say, gold 
and silver braids, gflt spangles and gold 
threads in embroidery. Tho spangles 
are only for evening wear, and the 
braids, etc., are used to lighten up dark 
or heavy materials. It cannot bo de- 
nied that a little judiciously employed 
is an improvement. For instance, take 
black or dark embroidery on white or 
light broadcloth, which needs a glint of 
gold here and there to reconcile tho con- 
trasting colors. It makes a fine dress 
look richer and a plain ono moredressy. 

Among the rich imported silks for 
sumptuous toilets is a royal purple vel- 
vet with flower-de-luce stamped upon it,

if ono may so call the peculiar weave, 
for the velvet ground is in relief, and tho 
flower is sunken and woven in satin in 
natural colors and actual size. There 
are soveral styles of this, all bearing the 
same floral pattern, but produced in dif- 
ferent colors. There aro other patterns 
of royal velvet, with butterflies in nat- 
ural colors and great yellow and purple 
moths worked out on gray velvet, and 
ono exquisito pattern had a sage green 
ground and a wilderness of blue and 
white and pink morning glories on it. 

These magnificent goods are to make 
tho most elaborate evening dresses for 
matrons. They como double width and 
cost $15 a yard. Thero is also a satin 
duchess, with a palo pink ground, and 
all over this is a lace pattern raised in 
white brocade, and it is so exquisitely 
wrought that ono would think it draped 
with point lace. These expensivo ma- 
terials will not bo cut up into small bits, 
but tho skirt will bo cut with gores in 
front and tho rest in a long train, square 
or round. Some aro simply gathered to 
a belt. 

Dancing dresses for young ladies will 
bo made very simply and of tho light, 
silken tissues in preference to laco, as 
the lightest of theso silk tissues are quite 
strong, while tullo and lace tear of their 
own weight sometimes.

Traveling Shoobap;, 
A small bag for each of tho extra pairs 
of shoes carried on a journey is a neat 
device. The bags may be made of stout 
ticking in one of the pretty red or blue 
and brown stripes bound with braid to 




match, or of holland or denim, with tho 
initials of the owner embroidered on ono 
side, or of any strong washablo goods. 
For shoes of ordinary sizo join tho ends 
of a strip of material 18 inches by 12. 
Beginning at the seam, mark off with a 
pin stuck in the edge a space of 7 inch- 
es; then of 2, then of 7, then of 2, which 
will reach around to the seam again, 
Holding tho two 7 inch spaces just oppo- 
site each other, fold in tho 2 inch spaces 
betweon them as paper grocery bags aro 
folded and bind tho folded edge firmly 
across with braid or tape. Tho top edge 
is also neatly bound, and an inch below 
it a casing is sewed on, through which 
aro run double drawing strings of silk 
tape— silk being used so that they may 
slip smoothly. If the shoes aro wrapped 
in paper before being placed in tho bag, 
tho odor of leather will not be so apt to 
permeate the contents of tho trunk.

WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 



A Sensible Father and i> Hrnvo and Useful 
J.lttlo Daughter. 

A fow weeks ago wo had a carpenter 
doing somo work in our flat. Ho was a 
kindly, intelligent man, not afraid that 
ho might possibly do tho twenty-eighth 
part of an inch moro work than his con- 
tract called for. We asked him for his 
bill. He said ho would make it out and 
send it. Somo days afterward a neat, 
pretty girl, perhaps 14 years old, rang 
the bell. "I have brought father's bill 
for carpenter work,' 1 she said. We took 
tho bill, paid it and thought that was 
tho end. "Ho," said tho young lady, "I 
must receipt tho bill." Sho took out her 
pencil and signed tho name in a 
most correct and businesslike- hand. 
Sho told us, in answer to somo 
questions, that she did Iter father's 
collecting because ho did not have 
timo to do it himself. I am not 
sure indeed, from tho looks of the writ- 
ing, that sho does not also make out tho 
bills as well as collect them. Sho goes 
to school faithfully, and out of school 
hours makes her rounds, gathering up 
tho money for her father. Most girls of 
her ago would spend their out of school 
hours curled up on a sofa reading silly 
novels, feeding their already exaggerat- 
ed emotions on tho "lovo" stories that 
drive girls and women to folly and ruin. 
Tho carpenter's bright littlo daughter, 
on the other hand, knows exactly the 
state of her father's finances and is get- 
ting a business education that is quite as 
good in its way as that obtained at 
school. Her father is teaching her tho 
caro of money and tho responsibilities 
that attend its possession. Thousands 
of wives and mothers have less knowl- 
edge of business methods today than 
this child has, and it is little to their 
credit that it is so. 

Jennie C. Wilder, Marshall Wilder's 
young sister, is on tho road this season 
with her own company of entertainers, 
sho being the comic recitationist of tho 
group. Miss Wilder has given much 
pleasure by her recitations wherever sho 
has appeared. 

Really, Mr. Walter Besant puts ono 
out of patience. Ho has been uttering 
another solemn dictum on tho- woman 
question. He says he "believes," does 
Besant, that if women were asked what 
they would rather be they would all 
say with ono A - oico they would prefer 
being tho mothers of sons and daughters 
than to bo actresses, lawyers, doctors, 
artists or typewriters, or engage in any 
money earning calling. This is non- 
sense. Walter Besant, if ho had his 
way, would have married even Joan of 
Arc to some clodhopper and kept her 
digging potatoes in the intervals of pro- 
ducing other clodhoppers rather than 
have had her bo so "unwomanly" as to 
ride forth gloriously in mailed armor 
and liberato France. So far as human 
judgment can reach, France would have 
been a British dependency this day only 
for Joan of Arc. Besides, whether even 
tho ordinary woman would rather bo 
tho mother of sons and daughters than 
to achievo a successful business career 
depends altogether on tho kind of sons 
and daughters. Can tho mothers of Car- 
lylo Harris or Mrs. Halliday ever know 
a glad hour? If the mothers of slum 
children have any human feeling at all, 
can they bo proud of tho job of bringing 
paupers and convicts into tho world? 
Finally, would Mr. Walter Besant rath- 
er bo a husband and father than to bo 
tho author of "All Sorts and Condi- 
tions of Men?" 

The prize of $:100 offered by tho Na- 
tional Conservatory of Music at New 
York for tho best opera libretto was 
won by a woman, Marguerite Merring- 
ton, author of tho play, "Captain Let- 
tarblair." 

Walter Besant would not even let us 
women do as wo please about marrying. 
Ho would make us all bo wives and 
mothers whether wo want to or not. 

Lida Ko.se McCabe last year traveled 
through all parts of the Union collect- 
ing information about college girls and 
tho schools they attend, both coeduca- 
tional and tho institutions of learning 
for women alone. Tho talented, hard- 
working and conscientious young writer 
obtained a great mass of information, 
which has been prepared in pleasing, pic- 
turesque style and published under the 
name of "The American Girl at College." 
In the history of educational movements 
in America Miss McCabe's book will 
hold its own place. Tho chapters on 
physical cnlturo among girls are espe- 
cially valuable. 

My sisters, let us work on. In a cen- 
tury from now mankind will begin to 
take women seriously. 

Miss Ray Frank of Oakland, Cal., will 
be tho first Jewish woman rabbi. Sho 
obtained her education partly in the 
state university of California and after- 
ward in tho Hebrew Union college at 
Cincinnati. Thus tin; grand old Jewish 
race swings into lino on tho woman ques- 
tion. 

At this timo when the country is in 
the midst of the gravest crisis it has had 
to face since tho war, when hundreds of 
thousands of our sex are out of employ- 
ment and many of them well nigh starv- 
ing, ladies aro discussing with profound 
interest and excitement tho question 
whether it is proper to wear a street 
gown to an afternoon tea. 

Don't bo a putty woman, to just stick 
where you are thrown and believe what 
you aro told, without a thought beyond 
eating, drinking and clothes and your 
own relatives. 

Emma Goldman, tho girl anarchist, 
could not vote, but sho can share equally 
with man tho privilege of a year in tho 
penitentiary for seditious utterances. 

Mrs. Oliphant at tho age of (15 is doing 
as good work in novel making as she ever 
did in her life. Sho has written 00 books 
in 44 years. 

Hero is a question I would like to have 
answered: Why should a girl stay out of 
paying employment in ordor to give a 
man a place any moro than a man should 
stay out to give tho girl a place?

United States Troops Preparing to 
Cross tho Border— What General*) 
McCook Says. 



El Paso, Tex., Hov. 10. — Information 
from the refugees now coming in from 
Palomaa is to the effect that a small dotuoh- 
ment>of tho revolutionists remain there, 
while another detachment has taken churgo 
of Ascension. Tho main body are now sup- 
posed to bo at Corrulitos, buttho reported 
capturo of that placo cannot bo confirmed, 
on account of ita distance from tho tele- 
graph lines. Tho refugees say tho roads for 
one hundred miles south are in tho posaoa- 
sion of the robots, which gives them com- 
plete knowledge of the approach of the 
troops against whom they uro carrying 
on a guerilla warfare. Tho fed- 
eral troops uro expected at As- 
cension to morrow Tho revolutionists 
arc evidently preparing to lead tho federal 
troops into a trap, which becomeB plain 
from tho fact that tho main body of the 
revolutionists havo been Been but once, that 
occasion being when they took possession of 
Asecnaiou, sixty miles south of Palomaa, a 
few days ago. They gave their frienda there 
to understand, when questioned on tho sub- 
ject, that they would havo no trouble at 
Corralitoa, as moat if the paladua (laborers) 
there had signified their willingness to join 
tho revolutionary standard and nearly 
double their forco. General Meria, 
tho leader of tho revolutionary 
forces in tho State of Guerrero, 
further south, has under hi3 command some 
13,000 men, although they are poorly 
equipped. The ollioial organs ot the revolu- 
tionists published along tho bordera, BUto 
that tho rtbols will soon begin operations on 
tho Bouthurn border on a larger scale than 
last yeur. These concerted outbreaks all 
over the country aro expected to lead to a 
general upriaing. Tho proclamations iasued 
by tho revolutionists uro to tho effect that 
tho government is obtaining possession of 
all tho land in the republic, and that, in tho 
ond, their country will bo lost to thorn ; that 
President Diaz, is dictator, and that ho and 
his ministers, at tho exponBe of hia country- 
mon, are being enriched. 

DENVER, Gol., Nov. 10 — General Mc- 
Cook, commander of tho department of 
Colorado, haa ordered all the troopa under 
hia command to proceed to tho scene of 
troublo in Mexico. These consist of two 
troopa of cavalry, which have been engaged 
at camp construction work, and two troopa 
at Fort Bayard, who were ordered oub last 
night. Tho troopa from Fort Bayard will 
march to Wilcox station, where they will 
board tho cars and be transported to Dom- 
ing, reaching thore some time tonight, 
where further inatructions will be given 
"In all events, " said General McCook, "they 
will bo instructed to guard Amorican inter- 
ests and prevent any violation of tho neu- 
trality laws. As to the extent of tho trouble, 
I havo a dispatch from Col, Bliss, assistant 
adjutant-general of tho department of 
Colorado, who is at Fort Bayard, which 
states that over 100 Mexican revolutionists 
have tuken Palomaa and they are tukiug 
horses and arms from American citizens. 
Aid has been asked by these Americans to 
protect their interests on this sido of the 
line. The appeal to Col. Bliss was signed 
by W. D. Duke, agent of the Hagan & 
Hurat cattle ranch, owning -10,000 acres in 
Chihuahua and an equal umount on this 
side of tho Mexican bordor. Mr. Duke's 
statements can be relied upon. 



AMERICAN NEWS, 



Port Townsend National Rank. 

Port Townsend, Nov. 10. — Tho work of 
straightening out tho affairs of the Port 
Townsend National bank ia proceeding very 
slowly. The first payment to depositors 
and creditors will bo made in about ninety 
days. The bank owes about 515,000, with 
assets aggregating over $100,000. The do- 
posits when tho institution was compelled 
to closo its doora amounted to about $4,- 
000. 

The Chinese Will Register. 

Sax Fkaxcisco, Nov. 10.— Acting on a 
telcgrum from Attorney-General Olney at 
Washington City, Marshal Long has re- 
leased from custody twenty-one Chinese or- 
dered deported by Federal judges for failing 
to comply with the provisions of the Geary 
reciatration law. Judges Morrow and Me- 
Kenna, when asked a few days ago to order 
tho release of the Chinese refused to do so, 
on the ground that ttio ciscs were out ot 
their jurisdiction, an appeal having been 
taken to tho United States Supremo Court. 
Through the efforta of Attorney Riordan 
and the Chinese Six Companies, Mr. Olney 
waa prevailed upon to order tho release 
Not a Chinese has applied at the oflico of 
the collector of internal rovenuo for regis- 
tration, and none are expected until notice 
to do so has been issued by the Six Com- 
panies. It is stated by the leaders of the 
Chinese that they will tako advantage of 
tho six months granted them and will regis 
ter. Nothing will bo dono, however, until 
tho collector says ho is ready to receive 
them, and then only if tho Companies issue 
tho necessary instructions.

Convention to Define tho Boundaries of tho 
Quarantine Territory. 

Kansas City, Nov. 1G.— A convention of 
state livo Dtock sanitary boards was opened 
in this city this morning, dolegates lining in 
attendance from Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, 
Arkansas, Colorado, Nebraska, Wyoming, 
New Mexico, Arizona, Montana, North and 
South Dakota and Texas. The ol ject of 
tho convention is to more curreotly establish 
the boundaries^of tho Texas fever quarantine 
territory and to adept uniform rules and 
regulations in connection therewith. 

SPAIN IN AFRICA. 

Fighting With tho Moors Continues— Tho 
Spanish Squadron Under Orders. 

MADRID, Nov. 10.— The United Proas 
correspondent at Melilla telegraphed curly 
this morning: " Veatcrduy there was but 
little fighting, both day and night ; 
there were only small skirmishes 
between tho Kiflians and tho con- 
voys carrying provisions to tho forts 
near tho hostile trenches. Part of tho 
Spanish squadron has been ordered to pro- 
ceed at once to Langlior." 

VICTORIES IN AFItlCA.: 



Details of Important Successes Ag-ainst 
tho Arabs in the, Congo 
Free State. 



Twenty five Chief's Captured. Among 
Them Being- Emin Pasha's 
Murderer. 

BRUSSELS, Nov. 1G. — Mail despatches 
from tho Congo Frcn Stato havo brought 
tho detuila of Captain Dehaniss' victories 
over tho Arabs at Nyangivo and Kasongo, 
some months ago. Tho Arabs had en- 
trenched thomsclves along the Congo and 
outnumbered the Belgians 'JO to 1. Never- 
theless, after a bloody fight, the Bolgians 
carried tho Arab positions. Many Arabs 
were killod and wounded and 8,000 were 
taken prisoners. Tho fugitive Aruba tried 
to cross the Luulabeu river, some distance 
south-oast of Nyangivo. Hundreds were 
drowned, and tho rest retreated in all di 
rections. Letters found upon the prisoners 
showed that tho Arabs had planned to txpel 
tho Europeans from the whole Congo region. 
Captain Pouthier, after capturing Kibundu, 
half way between Stanley Falls and Riba- 
riba, drove tho Aruba across the country 
Tho Europeans made thousands of priaonera 
and aeizod 1,'J00 rifles. Am-ng the prison 
era were twenty-five Arab chic-fa, one of 
them, Abibo Ben, who killed Emin Pasha 
in October, 1892, in tho eastern part of the 
Congo Freo State. The murderer was 
court martialled soon after having been 
identified. Tho story of Emin's death, as 
reported laat September, ia confirmed by tho 
dispatches received to-day. Tho only sur- 
vivors wero tho Zinzibarito, his mia- 
troaa and their child, Monsonn. The 
Arabs spared tho boy in tho expectation 
that, if endowed with his father's brainB 
and energy, ho might bo trained to be a 
great leader. All of Emin's latest papers 
were rcceivid to day and wero delivered to 
King Leopold. Tho leaders of the Belgians 
iu the Congo Freo Stato Bay that nearly all 
tho children of the Arab chioftaina in tho 
Congo region have been captured.

Vancouver, B. C, Nov. if —The in 
quest in the cases of Green and Taylor 
murdered at Savary Island, closed to-day, 
tho result being a verdict of murder aguinst 
peraons unknown. John Hanson, who 
found tho bodies, deposod that there wero 
two Indiuna and a klootchman at Green's 
when he got there. They hur 
ried away at once. Provincial Otlicer 
Calbick found all the Indiana exceedingly 
reticent, and several things go to show that 
Indiana did the deed and that they also 
murdered Lynn, who has been suspected of 
the dSXid. A boat exactly like Lynn's has 
been found up tho coast with tho oars iu it, 
It had been recently repainted, and the 
paint pot was still in it. 

A' party of Siwaahes, one a half-negro, 
who hud just returned from hop picking, 
called lie Land's tho night the murder ia 
supposed to have occurred. They got some 
sugar and said they had left Green's at 2 
o'clock that morning, at which timo all tho 
men there wero drunk. They were in a big 
hurry. Tho officers were mot by the iu 
quiry from some Indiana : " Waa Lynn 
killed ! " before they mentioned the mat- 
ter. When they wero approaching tho 
village where the half-breed and party lived 
several siwaahes, evidently posted as Benti- 
nels, fired guns to warn the people at tho 
villi. go of the approach of the officers. Tho 
father of tho half-breed was muoh fright- 
ened. He lied to tho oifijera and aaid hia 
son came homo two months ago and had 
gone hunting in the mountains. Another 
significant fact is that Keyuokmey, a worth 
less, drunken aiwash, tried to buy §000 
worth of blankets at vho Alert Bjy store 
shortly after the murder.
